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GAIA, GODDESS OF EARTH, COULD NOT 
have picked a more appropriate time 
and place to send us a message of her 
hidden powers, and the message is 
that we are Indians and Indonesians, 
Sri Lankans and Swedes, Thais and 
Maldivian only secondarily—we are 
first and foremost citizens and chil- 
dren of the earth sharing a common 
fate of a shared disaster, and a com- 
mon desire to help and heal 

The Christmas-New Year holidays 
bring the entire world to Asia‘s 
beaches. The earthquake-induced 
tsunami on December 26 in the 
Indian Ocean became a global 
tragedy because it affected not just 
the Asians but visitors from across 
the world, including Swedes and 
other Western tourists, who had 
come to holiday on Asia’s sunny 
beaches. 

While the immediate tragedy faced 
by millions must be our first 
response, there are long term lessons 
the tsunami brings to us. We need to 
listen to Gaia 

The first lesson is about develop- 
ment in coastal regions. Respect for 
fragility and vulnerability of coastal 
ecosystems has been sacrificed for 
hotels and holiday resorts, shrimp 
farms and refineries. Mangroves and 
coral reefs have been relentlessly 
destroyed, taking away the protective 
barriers to storms, cyclones, hurri- 
canes and Tsunamis 


EXPORTING OVER-EXPOSURE 

When we carried out a study of the 
Orissa cyclone in 1999 which killed 
30,000 people, we found that the 
destruction was much more severe 
where the mangroves had been cut 
down for shrimp farms and an oil 
refinery. The people’s movement 
against industrial shrimp farming led 
to a Supreme Court of India order to 
shut down the farms within 500 
metres of the coastal line in accor- 
dance with the Coastal Regulation 
Zone Notification. The order of the 
Hon'ble Justice Kuldip Singh and 
Saghir Ahmed cited the National 
Environmental Engineering Research 
Institute (NEERID) finding that “the 
damage caused to ecology and eco- 
nomics by the aquaculture farming is 
higher than the earnings from the sale 
of coastal aquaculture produce. That

may be the reason for the European 
and American countries for not per- 
mitting their seacoasts to be exploited 
for shrimp culture farming. The UN 
report shows that 80 per cent of the 
farm-cultured shrimp come from the 
developing countries of Asia.” 

However, instead of obeying the 
order, the shrimp industry tried to 
undo the ecological laws for protec- 
tion of coastal zones by influencing 
government to exempt the shrimp 
industry from environmental laws. 
This subversion of environmental 
laws to protect coastal zones by the 
shrimp industry has definitely had a 
role in increasing the destruction 
caused by the Tsunami. 

Every acre of the shrimp farm has 


an ecological footprint of 100 acres in 
terms of destruction of mangroves 
and land and sea destroyed by pollu- 
tion. Every dollar generated by 
exports of shrimps leaves behind ten 
dollars of ecological and economic 
destruction at the local level. 

Nagapattinam, the zone hardest 
hit by the Tsunami, was also the 
worst affected by industrial shrimp 
farms. The indigenous tribes of 
Andaman and Nicobar, the Onges, 
the Jarawas, the Sentinelese, the 
Shompen, who live with a light eco- 
logical footprint, had the lowest casu- 
alties even though in the Indian sub- 
continent they were closest to the epi- 
center of the Earthquake. 

The Government of Kerala, observ- 


ing that the Tsunami left less destruc- 
tion in regions protected by man- 
groves than barren and exposed 
beaches has started an 8.5 million dol- 
lar project for insulating Kerala’s 
coasts against tidal surges with man- 
groves. 


GAIA K-O 
Hopefully governments will learn a 
lesson that the earth has tried to give: 
“development” that ignores ecologi- 
cal limits and the environmental 
imperative can only lead to unimag- 
inable destruction. 

The second lesson that the tsunami 
teaches us is that a world organized 
around markets and profits, forget- 
ting nature and people, is ill-

Though we fool ourselves into belie 
ing that we live in an “information 

age” and in “knowledge economies 
the knowledge of the 8.9 Richter 
Earthquake could not be communi- 
cated by the US Geological Survey t 
the countries of the Indian Ocean in 
time to take action to save lives. 
While the stock markets of the wor! 
react instantaneously to signals, whi 
the entire out-sourcing economy of 
information technologies is based o1 
instantaneous communication, it ha 
taken the world days to count how 
many died and how many have 
become homeless. Each day the nur 
ber rises—beginning with 20,000 on 
December 26, it has reached 150,000 
by January 1. 

The tsunami tells us we do not liv 
in an information age based on “co: 
nectivity” but in an age of ignorance 
exclusion and disconnect. The IT re\ 
olution has evolved to serve marke' 
but it has bypassed the needs of peo 
ple. Animals and indigenous com- 
munities had the intelligence to anti 
ipate the Tsunami and protect them 
selves. The information technology- 
embedded 21st Century cultures 
lacked the Gaian intelligence to con- 
nect to the earthquake and Tsunam: 
in time to protect themselves. We 
need to revisit our dominant concep 
of intelligence and information and 
take lessons from Gaia about living 
intelligently on the planet.

FOR ANY LITERARY CRUSADER, THE 
opportunity to rate a year’s books is 
like a dream come true. The task, 
however, is much harder than one 
might think, and narrowing the list to 
five books is well nigh impossible. 
Still, what's life without challenge? 
Not only was ita stretch for me to 
narrow the field, but the books | ulti- 
mately chose were those that chal- 

| lenged me either as a reader or a 
writer. 

Lynne Truss’s Eats, Shoots & 
Leaves: The Zero Tolerance Approach 
to Punctuation (Penguin Group) tops 
my list. Though it seemed a bit of an 
easy call to choose a bestseller—and 
something I would usually avoid—it 
also would have been dishonest to 
avoid the obvious. Truss’s 
attempt to tackle the impossi- 
ble (English grammar) ina way 
that is both scientific and enter- 
taining at a time when the 
Internet and e-mail encourage 
more people to write—badly—is 
a remarkable accomplishment. 

Hate me for it if you must, but I 

too believe there is a relationship 
between words, punctuation and 
meaning, and I have been known to 
correct grammatical errors in graffiti, 
on billboards etc. I'm green with 
envy that Truss actually got in there 
and wrote a book about it. 

Paul Anderson's 1400-page 
Hunger’s Brides: A Tale of the 
Baroque (Random House) is an 
endurance test because of its length 
and took him 12 years to write, but 
the pace as well as the passionate, 
graceful language suits his subject. 
The 17th Century Mexican poet Sor 
Juana Inés de la Cruz lived her short 
life in the shadow of the Inquisition 
and was a legend in the Spanish- 
speaking world. Anderson also has a 
brilliant rationale for the size of the 
project. He thinks we limit ourselves 
when we have too strict a notion of 
what a novel should be. “I’m struck 
by how convention-bound this art 
form is,” he says. “We should set our- 
selves goals that no one else dares to 
imagine.” 

In his first novel, The Cripple and 
His Talismans (Raincoast Books), 
Vancouver playwright Anosh Irani 
also strays d ly close to the 
edge of what audiences will accept. 
Using devices of magic realism— 
archetypal characters, an un-named 
time and exotic location (Bombay, 
India)—he creates a ‘narrative that is 
also a kind of myth and journey to 
enlightenment. The writing is simple 
and elegant, yet there are many layers 
of meaning. The reader's job is to sus- 
pend disbelief and not be dismayed 
by images that may seem cruel and 
alien.

THE PARTICULAR HORRORS OF NAZI 
Germany, unique in the methodical 
coldness of their execution if 
depressingly familiar in the depths 
of their bestiality, would seem to 
have been plumbed and catalogued 
ad infinitum. Nevertheless, it wasn’t 
until the late ‘80s that a notable 
rebellion on Berlin’s Rosenstrasse 
was introduced to the collective 
memory. 

In the early stages of Hitler's ter- 
ror, the Jewish spouses of Aryans 
were spared transportation to “the 
East.” Come the spring of 1943, 
however, that particular protection 
dissolved. Berlin's remaining Jewish 
husbands and wives, and the chil- 
dren of so-called “intermarriages,” 
were rounded up and housed ina 
former centre for Jewish welfare on 
Rosenstrasse. (Other targets, sorted 
according to the noxiously specific 
Nazi taxonomy, were housed else- 
where.) 





Wives (and, notably, only wives) 
began to gather in front of the 
Rosenstrasse building, first to deter- 
mine if their husbands were inside 
and, eventually, to demand their 
release. Derided and cruelly insulted 
by officials, threatened by machine- 
gun wielding police and SS officers, 
the women stood their ground for 
two weeks, with an outcome that 
many will find surprising and, as it’s 
presented here, perhaps unsatisfac- 
torily mystifying. 

Rosenstrasse, director Margarethe 
Von Trotta’s recounting of the story, 
carries the echoes of those events to 
present-day New York and Ruth 
(Jutte Lampe), whose husband has 
just died. Her adult children are per- 
plexed and annoyed by their moth- 
er’s later-life embrace of Judaism 
and the resulting “crash course in 
Jewish mourning.” Particularly 
galling to daughter Hannah (Maria 
Schrader) is Ruth’s rejection of 
Hannab’s fiancé, Luis, deemed 
unsuitable because he is not a Jew. 

A visitor leads Hannah to wonder 
why her mother resents the woman 
who saved her from the Nazis and 
sent her to America. She travels to 
Berlin and, presenting herself as a

journalist, arranges to interview th: 
benefactor. Hannah learns that Lena 
(Doris Schade, and, as a young, 
woman, Katja Riemann) ignored her 
upper-crust family’s wishes to 
marry her Jewish musical partner 
His detention in Rosenstrasse leads 
Lena to eight-year-old Ruth, desper- 
ate to find her interned mother. 

What Rosenstrasse does well, apar{ 
from delivering elegantly composed 
shots of invariably and improbably 
tidy spaces, is to convey the singular 
anguish of being separated from a 
loved one, unable to say “I'm here, 
“love you,” or “Good bye”— 
unable to know, in fact, whether one 
will ever get to say those three most 
important things. In these momen|s, 
it’s truly affecting. 

But Von Trotta, who frequently 
demonstrates the patience you 
expect from a veteran director, just 
as frequently flips a few pages 
ahead at critical junctures. Hannah 
angrily tells Lena that the way 
things ended up seem peculiar. 
Yeah: what the hell happened in the 
three years after the war? The three 
years that presumably fostered part 
of Ruth’s bitterness? Granted, the 
movie is already two-and-a-quarter 
hours long, and directors and 
screenwriters have to make hard 
decisions about which story it is 

they want to tell. But Rosenstrasse 
dispenses so much interesting stuff 
with mere waves of the hand. What 
about the sister-in-law who joins the 
wives wearing a Nazi pin? She gets 
some grief from the protestors, but 
then just becomes another member 
of the throng, still wearing her pin. 
What's going on in her head? Isn't 
that part of where the real story is? 
Perhaps the most frustrating exam- 
ple comes in the denouement—or 
rather the portion of the film that’s 
treated as the denouement—giving 
cursory gloss to one of the film’s ke) 
emotional sticking points, one at the}

After Rivers loses his wife, a 
strange man tracks him down and 
introduces him to the not-so-won- 
derful world of EVP. Once Rivers is 
hooked, he quickly becomes 
obsessed and realizes his wife is con- 
tacting him not simply to drop off 
one last message—happy dead folks 
‘relay brief insider statements to 
loved ones left behind such as 
“smile” and “yes”—but to help him 
save the living. What exactly is his 
wife saying to him? Who are these 
mysterious faces appearing, vague- 
ly, through the-wavy screen? What 
does any of this have to do with his 
wife's disappearance? 

Although White Noise at least 
works its dull ghoul tale into a pass- 
able mystery, too many questions 
are left unanswered. And the loose 
ends that are tied up aren’t resolved 
satisfyingly, 

Ultimately White Noise just leaves 
the audience with a lot of static.

AFTER HIS VIETNAM WAR FILM THE 
Deer Hunter (1978), Michael Cimino 
made an epic western about a vio- 
lent Conflict over land on the 
American frontier. Heaven's Gate 
(1980) was first released in a 219- 
minute cut, then was suddenly 
pulled and re-released, but short- 
ened to 149 minutes. It promptly 
sank into infamy as one of the 
biggest flops of the decade. It has 
now been restored: the full-length 
version screens at the Metro Cinema 
this weekend 

The movie opens in 1870 when 
Jim (Kris Kristofferson) graduates 
from Harvard, full of youthful 
enthusiasm and declarations of high 
ideals. It then moves forward 20 
years to Johnson County, Wyoming. 
Jim, now a wealthy and powerful 
man, has turned against his former 
friends in the powerful Stock 
Growers Association who are orga- 
nizing a campaign against European 
immigrants; a campaign fueled less 


by the fear of being invaded by 
thieves and anarchists, but more 
likely by a desire to dispossess the 
newcomers of their land. Bounty 
hunters are hired to dispose of 125 
people named on a death list sup- 
posedly sanctioned by both the gov- 
ernor and the president himself. The 
settlers ponder how tg react, and 
matters come toa head when the 
hired killers arrive in Johnson 
County to claim the bounties, as 
armed conflict ensues. 

This movie is in no hurry. The first 
half is a leisurely setting of the his- 
torical scene. The sheer number of 
characters is a little daunting, but 
gives a vivid sense of the social fab- 
ric. Similarly, the overlaying of back- 
ground noises adds to the strong 
sense of time and place, but it also 
sometimes makes the movie hard to 
follow. Some of the social commen- 
tary seems a little overwrought, par- 
ticularly the subplot with Jim’s old 
Harvard classmate Bill (John Hurt), a 
weak-willed drinker who is against 
the stockgrowers’ campaign but 
does nothing to oppose it. 

Against this rich background, the 
movie is centered upon three charac- 
ters: idealistic Jim, who is dating Ella 
(Isabelle Huppert), the operator of a 
brothel, and who is also pursued by 
Nate (Christopher Walken), an une- 








ducated settler who has thrown his 
lot in with the cattlemen. The 
romantic triangle helps to focus the 
portrait of a larger social conflict 
between rich and poor, 

Another element holding the film 
together and saving it from being a 
mere melodrama is the intense atten. 
tion to detail. The complex scenes 
with many extras are beautifully 
shot by cinematographer Vilmos 
Zsigmond. Many sequences in the 
first half do little to advance the 
story, but help to flesh out a differen 
world powered mainly by horses 
and human muscle, a world in 
which the newly made Americans 
proudly refer to one another as “citi- 
zen.” This in spite of the manipula- 
tions by members of the ruling class 
to énsure that the protection of their 
interests against the claims of the 
poor, by any means, still falls within 
the rule of law.

forged in flames—with no pity for 
those trapped within the political 
furnace through which societies are 
formed. That's the bloody impres- 
sion one’s left with after viewing 
Gillo Pontecorvo’s 1969 epic, Burn! 
It's a powerful statement, delivered 
by some stunning visuals and an 
intriguing performance by Marlon 
Brando; unfortunately its potency 
was undermined by production 
problems, and the awkward edits 
that plagued the American cut of the 
film often render this trip into the 
colonial heart of darkness into an 
Apocalypse, What the Fi...? 

The story takes place in the 1800s 
on the island Queimada, a Portugese 
colony in the Lesser Antilles. The 
Island’s name translates as “Burnt,” 
an ominous moniker it earned after 
the indigenous population—now 
completely wiped out—resorted to a 
scorched Earth policy in a last-ditch 
effort to thwart European occupa- 
tion, Unfortunately for the people 
we find inhabiting the Island when 
the film begins—Portuguese sugar 
cane plantation owners and their 
African-slaves—it’s also a portent of 
things to come. 

Enter Sir William Walker 
(Brando), a British agent employed 
to instigate an insurrection \ against 
the Portuguese, thus securing sugar 





profits for his government. Later, in 
an effort to tidy up the package, he 
aids in crushing the guerilla army he 
helped create in the first place, 
ensuring that White rule remains 
status quo in the region. 

As summoned by Brando—as 
you'd expect—Walker is no one- 
dimensional villain. Affecting a 
nasal accent that oddly recalls James 
Mason, his beguiling performance— 
particularly the sauntering, arrogant 
efficacy with which he achieves his 
ends whilst betraying small 
glimpses of humanity—intrigues 
rather than infuriates... despite the 
blood his character spills. 

Hallmarks of the style that 
Pontecorvo so magnificently real- 
ized in the ’66 verité masterpiece, 
The Battle of Algiers, can be found 
here, to various degrees of success. 
For instance, for the pivotal role of 
the illiterate porter-turned-rebel 
leader, Jose Dolorés, Pontecorvo 
chose an illiterate sugar-cane cutter, 
Evaristo Marquéz, who had never 
even seen a film before. In itself, the 
decision wasn’t terrible: Marquez 
holds himself quite well, although 
he can be a little monotone, and 
Brando often found himself in the 
company of far more wanting thes- 
pians (Ringo Starr, just one year ear- 
lier, in Candy, for instance). Such 
casting decisions, however, may 
explain why the picture feels dis- 
jointed, as though the seam connect- 
ing the faux-documentary portion 
on one side and Walker's narrative 
thrust on the ge was left on the

The Aviator (PG} Director Martin Scorsese and 
star/executive producer Leonardo DiCaprio have dearly 
done some thinking about how to tell the pre-1948 story 
of pilot/magnate/afflicted genius Howard Hughes 
(played by DiCaprio).

Their self-titled, full-length 
debut is less a gem than a perfectly 
polished stone, buffed just enough 
to let the music’s inherent beauty 
still shine. The songs are simple, 
melodic, and sweet, occasionally 
bursting into expressive chugging 
guitars or swelling layered instru- 
mentation. Singer, guitarist, and 
occasional synth-tinkler Craig 
Schram writes and delivers his 
lyrics with an endearing Ben 
Gibbard-like talent for emotional 
sincerity that somehow narrowly 
escapes being saccharine. While no 
Charlie is likely to ever beat an 
instrument to death onstage, they 
do have a certain shambolic, goofy 
quality live. The trick with their 
album is that they've managed to 
preserve their lo-fi charm and 
warmth while adding subtle 
nuances to the tunes, crafting an 
incandescent CD that still feels inti- 
mate. 

Stephen Tchir, guitarist and 
multi-instrument wunderkind, 
believes the album functions as a 
good snapshot of Five O'clock 
Charlie. “It’s everything we could 
have expected. I think it really cap- 


tured us, as a band.” 

Bassist Trevor Belley concurs, 
“Yeah, it sounds like us. There’s 
still a sense of tongue-in-cheek.” 

Creating a more lush sonic pres- 
ence without obliterating all traces 
of the band’s personality was a bal- 
ancing act midwifed by Terry Tran, 
who produced, engineered, and 
mixed the album. The guys have a 
collective crush on Tran. 

“Terry's a hero,” coos David 
Meagher, percussion-wrangler 
extraordinaire. 

“He wanted to record us,” says 
Belley, “He was as passionate and 
as into it as we were.” 

For the CD, Tchir says Tran 
“became our fifth Charlie. We put 
in the time, shared influences. Our 
idea of a good album was his idea 
of a good album.” 

“There is such a fine line with 
production, not being over-pro- 
duced,” notes Schram, “You know 
when you hear it, but it’s hard to 
know in the studio. Terry isn’t 
about making every instrument 
sound shiny and brilliant, just 
about making things work. He 
supported us, and made sure

things turned out.” 

Having ‘things turn out’ was a 
priority, as they survived a less 
successful CD recording. 

“We did another CD earlier, a 
bad one,” notes Tchir, “but we 
learned a lot. We used that experi- 
ence as a tool. It shaped how the 
songs were treated on this one.” 

“1 was insistent that if we were 
going to record again, I didn’t want 
to go into a friend’s basement,” 
says Schram, “I put in endless 
hours of work making sure it was 
right. And we were going to spend 
the money to do it right.” 

Tchir agrees. “I wanted some- 
thing that I could look back on sev- 
eral years from now with pride.” 

Schram credits Tchir for spark- 
ing the idea of heading into the stu- 
dio. “I specifically remember prac- 
ticing, and Steve saying, ‘These 
songs deserve to be recorded’. So 
we started talking about it.”. 

Meagher doesn’t recall a discus- 
sion. “I just remember being told 
we had studio time,” he jokes, 
“Nobody talks to the drummer!” 

But the drummer is also happy 
with the results. “I like the dynam- 


ics,” says Meagher, “the Way it 
flows between loud songs and 
quiet songs.” 

The loud ones were boosted by a 
whole gang of non-Charlies. “We 
love having guests at our shows,” 
Belley laughs, “It’s kind of like a 
trademark for us.” 

Cohorts include cellist Catherine 
Hiltz from band pals Storyboard, 
and Bramwell Park and Chloe 
Albert, singer-songwriter types 
who are both on the Charlies’ 
“check-‘em-out” list, along with a 
gaggle of other string players, voic- 
es, and hand-clapping talent. Park 
plays a mean mandolin, and his 
appearance is an album highlight. 

Their CD release at the Sidetrack 
Café will bring out some of the 
Charlies’ musical cronies, but 
they'll be relying on each other this 
summer when they hit the road for 
their first big tour. 

“Our goal is to get to Halifax and 
the States, and then look at record- 
ing again,” Schram smiles, “The 
next CD is already half-written.”

IF THEIR BIO IS SHORT, IT’S BECAUSE 
their story is. Once upon a time 
some kids jammed in a Calgary 
basement. They put out an EP and 
gigged happily ever after. 

It’s misleading, though, to peddle 
Veritas as any sort of fairy tale, par- 
ticularly their music—dark, intricate, 
by turns aggressive and abstract, 
and occasionally bewildering. It’s 
like prog rock mated with Ornette 
Coleman—and someone gave the 
baby a death metal rattle and a 
Mogwai bib. 

“We get ‘math’ or ‘tech rock’ a 
lot,” says Pat Flagel, one of two 
Veritas guitar-heads—and one sus- 
pects, despite the “we’re-all-in-this- 
together” party line, the creative 
engine of the band. “But there’s no 
power chords or weird-ass time sig- 
natures. It’s just that Chris [Reimer] 
is mostly playing different chords 
than me.” 

Their debut EP, Black Dark/Black 
Cold, does sound frighteningly 
assured and complex, the kind of 
stuff that makes crate-geeks mutter 
“tight!” over and over again while 
reflexively waggling their fingers 
air-guitar-ily. It’s particularly galling 
that Flagel, his brother and bassist 
Matt, fellow guitarist Chris 
Reimer, and drummer Mike 

Wallace are only a wee bit north of 
legal age. 

“Our dad cut the cable when | 
was in grade five and Matt was in 
grade six, and he gave us guitars. 
He’s a musician,” Flagel explains, 
“and so is Chris’ dad. And we 
made Mike play drums.” 

The “prog” tag has merit, too, 
Consider that Black Dark/Black Cold 
is a concept album. “It’s nota 
bunch of tracks,” Flagel says, “It’s 
orchestrated from the first riff to 
the last.” The EP is, “from the 
point of view of a kid, when 
you're finding out about the world 
and you're scared and confused.”

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Thinking inside the box 


During the decade of Reagan and Thatcher, musicians found a way to 
rise above by going underground. A new box set gathers them together. 


OUR NOSTALGIA FOR THE 1980S TENDS 
toward the rose-colored. Cable TV shows, 
movies, books, and web sites catalog that 
decade's every pop-cultural burp, from 
neon socks and parachute pants to Boy 
George's transvestitism and Michael 
Jackson's sequined glove. The term “yup- 
pie” becomes a punchline, and Wall 
Street avarice is excused as a social 

trend. 

Ina sense, this approach to an era 
consigns it to capital-H History, where 
textbooks can untangle its uglier knots, 
like AIDS, Reaganomics, the Iran Contra 
Affair, and too many others. In fact, the 
'00s are beginning to resemble the '80s, 
with its greed-is-good ethos fueling a real 
estate boom, albeit out in suburbia, and 
with the Bush Administration securing a 
second term. All of which makes our 
blinkered nostalgia for the '80s not just a 
little disconcerting, but perhaps even dis- 
turbing. 


CORRECTIVE MEASURES 

Rhino Entertainment, the record label 
that has managed to make its mark 
putting everyone from Ornette Coleman 
to Alice Cooper to Peter Paul and Mary in 
a box, is doing its part to balance this 
one-sided view of the ’80s: its new, four- 
disk box set, Left of the Dial: Dispatches 
from the 80s Underground, collects 82 
tracks from some of the decade’s lesser- 
known, but independent-minded and 
influential, artists. Featuring the likes of 
Minor Threat, Bauhaus, Green on Red, 
and the Lyres alongside more recogniz- 
able artists like R.E.M., the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers, and Kate Bush, it offers a cor- 
rective to so many compilations that duti- 
fully repackage obvious hits from Cyndi 
Lauper, Duran Duran, Culture Club, 
and—f they're either desperate or 
risky—Taco and Kajagoogoo. Such hits 
aren't sold as music necessarily, but as 
reminders of our collective past, when we 
daily rediscovered the Best! Song! Ever! 

Perhaps that’s why this collection 
proves so compelling and why so many 
of these bands have prospered when their 
mainstream counterparts have struggled. 
Both the Pixies and The Cure have 
‘aunched massive comeback tours and 
played to thousands of avid fans, while

Duran Duran’s recent album Astronaut 
barely made a ripple and George Michael 
is on his second or third sub-Rod Stewart 
standards album. We can still think of the 
Pixies and The Cure, not to mention Echo 
& the Bunnymen, Bad Brains, The 
Church, and Beat Happening, as music. 


LINER NOTES FROM 
THE UNDERGROUND 

In one of two introductory essays, 
music critic Karen Schoemer writes, “Part 
of the mystique of underground music 
was that it was personal and allowed the 
listener to feel like an individual, instead 
of a number in a scanner.” That's the phi- 
losophy of the left-of-the-dial rock, and it 
has its roots in the origins of the form, 
from the raw rock of the late ’50s to the 
rambunctious psychedelic pop of the ’60s 
and the rough-and-tumble punk of the 
‘70s. Unsurprisingly, Rhino has box-set- 
ted all of these eras in four similarly pack- 
aged, four-disk collections—Loud, Fast & 
Out of Control: The Wild Sounds of ‘50s 
Rock, Nuggets: Original Artyfacts from 
the First Psychedelic Era, 1965-1968, 
Nuggets II: Original Artyfacts from the 
British Empire and Beyond, 1964-1969. 
and the supremely successful Vo Thanks! 
The '70s Punk Rebellion. Together, these 
five volumes covering four decades form 
an unofficial and utterly compelling secret 
history of rock ’n' roll. 

While it includes one song and several 
bands featured on No Thanks!, Left of the 
Dial, which refers to the FM frequency 
location of most college stations—the 
home of alternative music—diverges 
from its predecessors’ similar storyline in 
at least one crucial way: there is no aes- 
thetic or genre commonality among all 
these bands. They represent various and 
varying scenes, such as L.A.’s Paisley 
Underground, Minneapolis’ Longhorn- 
centered roots rock explosion, 
Manchester's Factory Records, San 
Francisco and D.C.’s hardcore constituen- 
cies, and Boston's college-rock resur- 
gence. Conceivably, Rhino could have 
included many more, such as Seattle's 
nascent grunge scene (Mother Love 
Bone, Soundgarden), the Midwestern alt- 
country upstarts (Uncle Tupelo, the 
Jayhawks), Britain's shoegazer brigade 


(Lush, Slowdive), and especially hip- 
hop's Native Tongue posse (Jungle 
Brothers, De La Soul). What makes the 
‘80s underground so fascinating is its 
diversity; in a sense, it mirrored the diver 
sity of the mainstream, giving discerning 
listeners alternatives to MTV's heavy rota- 
tion bands, radio mainstays, and aging 
legends. 

This diversity, however, is both an 
asset and a hindrance. The juxtaposition 
of so many styles, approaches, and 
sounds makes these four disks a dynam- 
ic, exciting listen. On the third disk, for 
instance, Robyn Hitchcock's romantic 
“Madonna of the Wasps” gives way to the 
proto-“Teen Spirit” irony of Faith No 
More’s “We Care a Lot,” which leads into 
the tense rhythms of “To Hell With 
Poverty” by Gang of Four. The pairing of 
Suicidal Tendencies’ hardcore 
“Institutionalized” with the Cocteau 
Twins’ ethereal “Pearly-Dewdrops’ 
Drops” is almost worth the set's $60 pric- 
etag alone. 


TOO MANY MEDIUMS 
FOR ONE MESSAGE 

However, this diversity precludes any 
sense of collective mission among these 
bands and cohesion among these 82 
tracks. All they share is contemporaneity: 
Left of the Dial chronicles a specific peri- 
od of time, but it cannot define a larger 
movement with any specificity. So, while 
the music itself is almost uniformly 
amazing, the set as a whole lacks focus 
and narrative. 

To Rhino's credit, the music here 
takes precedence over history and mes- 
sage, and hearing these songs in the 
slightly bloodless context of a historically 
minded box set is still startling. Sonic 
Youth's “Teenage Riot” has the force of a 
rousing anthem even sixteen years after 
its original release, and Kate Bush's 
“Running Up That Hill” possesses a strik- 
ing intensity that Tori Amos can only 
hope to achieve. Mission of Burma's 
“That's When | Reach for My Revolver” 
is tensely combustible, as if it leans 
towards real violence. Only one track— 
Bauhaus's ridiculous “Bela Lugosi's 
Dead”—-sounds dated and unnecessary.

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ertheless proves to be Rhino's most rele- 
vant and perhaps its most important set 
It chronicles a fertile underground that 
gave rise to many of today's most popu- 
lar artists, such as R.E.M., the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers, U2, and the Flaming Lips 
(the latter two are not included on Left of 
the Dial), and others that have had 
incredible influence on subsequent 
bands in the ’90s and ‘00s, resulting in 
an exponentially more diverse under- 
ground that includes artists like Modest 
Mouse and Franz Ferdinand, rappers like 
Atmosphere and Dizzee Rascal, and neo- 
folkies like Devendra Banhart and Joanna 
Newsom. 

Furthermore, as many of these songs 
confront the larger, uglier issues of the 
"80s, they remain relevant for our current 
era. Songs like Minor Threat’s “Straight 
Edge” and Sonic Youth's “Teenage Riot” 
rebel against the reigning greed-is-good 
ethos of the era. Black Flag command us 
to “Rise Above,” while the Dead

Kennedys (whose Governor Reagan- 
baiting “California Uber Alles" has come 
full circle in relevance) poke fun at yup- 
pies on “Holiday in Cambodia.” Across 
the Atlantic bands expressed outrage 
with Thatcher principles: the Killing Joke 
created the martial-punk of “Wardance 
to herald the coming apocalypse under 
Thatcher 
Left of the Dialis proof that music can 
thrive under even the unfriendliest 
administrations. Many of these bands 
were railing against compassionless 
Thatcherism, cold-hearted Reaganism, 
and the culture they inspired. In doing 
so, they communicated their own politi- 
cal and social messages to small but sig- 
nificant audiences, which could then 
influence the mainstream. Consequently, 
the underground didn't stay underground 
for very long. To quote Black Flag, “Rise 
above we gotta rise above!”
